Utah governor suggests ‘Western 
primary’ to increase region’s clout 


The Associated Press 

MESA, Ariz. — More Western states 
should follow Arizona’s lead and hold 
their primaries earlier in thc year, Utah 
Gov. Michael Leavitt says. 

The result could be a Western Super 
Tuesday which would give the Rocky 
Mountain region real clout in the presi- 
-dential election -for the first time,-Leaviu- 
-said in remarks published Sunday by 
Tribune Newspapers. 

• Leavitt, a Republican, wants Idaho, 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, 
Nevada and New Mexico to set their pri- 
mary dates the same as Arizona’s, which 


this year is holding its primary on Feb. 27. 

“As a region, the Mountain West is 
pretty well ignored in. presidential poli- 
tics, except in states like Arizona that 
have moved their primaries to earlier 
dales," Leavitt said in n proposal circu- 
lated to Western lawmakers. “The re- 
gion, as a whole, is clearly the least in- 
fluential in presidential politics.” 

— Arizoim-Seimie-Majority-Leadcr-Tom— 
Patterson, R-Phocnix,- was receptive to 
the idea. He said Arizona probably 
would lose any edge it got front moving 
its primary up because other states arc 
bound to follow Arizona’s lead before 
the next presidential election.

Nixon memo: Buchanan 
planned dirty tricks campaign 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pat 
Buchanan stumps New Hampshire 
today on his own behalf. A quarter- 
century ago, he plotted a campaign 
of a different sort for the state — a 
series of dirty tricks to embarrass a 
rival of Richard Nixon. 

Among the ideas that Buch- 
-anan.-thcri-a-Nixon-White-House- 
insidcr, proposed to tar Republi- 
can .challenger Pete McClosfeey in 
the 1972 New Hampshire prima- 
ry: arranging n donation from a 
gay group to McCloskey’s cam- 
paign, then leaking it. lo.stalels. 
largest newspaper. 

“Perhaps the Gay Liberation 
and/or Black Panthers and/or 
Students for a Democratic Society 
at Dartmouth could be prevailed 


upon to contribute a grand or so to 
the McCloskcy campaign,” 
Buchanan proposed in the Dec. 
15, 1971 memo to White House' 
chief, of staff H.R. Haldcman and 
Attorney General John Mitchell. 

“And when the check was 
cashed that fact brought. to the 
-attention of the- voters -of-New- 
Hampshirc 7-'- by the (Man- 
chester) Union-Lcadpr ■ — who 
might be skeptical of the source of 
the funds." The Union-Leader has 
endorsed Buchanan in 1996.

Sinn Fein 
chief plans 
U.S. visit 

LONDON (AP) — Gerry- 
Adams, president of the IRA’s 
political ally, Sinn Fein, said 
Sunday he will visit the United 
States next month despite the 

- end of the guerrilla movement’s 
cease-fire. 

. “I have been invited to go to 
the United States. My intentions 
arc to go,” Adams said on BBC 
/television, saying he expected to 
visit around March 17, St. 
Patrick’s Day. 

The White House responded 
Sunday, saying Adams was pre- 
mature in predicting he will be ' 
permitted to return. An adminis- 
tration official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity said 
Adams’ visa, which is renewed 
every three months, has expired. 
Adams’ reapplication is still 
being processed. 

Since the Irish Republican 
Army ended its 17-month cease- 
fire with a deadly bombing in 
London on Feb. 9, Protestant 
leaders in Northern Ireland have 
called on U.S. authorities to ban

Adams' has not been banned, 
but President Clinton has round- 
ly condemned the IRA’s return 
to violence. 

’’That was perhaps a legiti- 
mate response from him,” 
Adams commented to the BBC; 

Despite the bombing, most

Chinese dissident remains 
defiant, his letters suggest 


BEIJING (AP) — Letters written 
by China’s leading dissident while in 
prison "and smuggled to an American 
writer, show that Wei Jingsheng 
remained defiant and uncompromis- 
ing despite years of privation. 

In fact, four years into o 15-ycar 
prison term for promoting democra- 
cy and criticizing China’s leader, 
Wei remained bold enough to lecture 
Deng Xiaoping. 

., “Think about it: If I bow my head 
now, admit my crimes, go against 
my conscience and say my thinking 
is wrong, what will the people of the 
world think?" Wei wrote in a 1983 
letter. "There’s no downside for me... 
There’s no disgrace. But for you? It 
will leave you with on evil reputation 
as a feudal tyrant." 

Wei’s statement to D<mg is one of 
82 letters he wrote. during his impris- 
onment from 1979 to 1993. Excerpts 
were smuggled out of China and 


given-to Philip Cunningham, an 
American writer living in Tokyo, 

' after Wei was rean-ested and sen- 
tenced in December to 14 years in 
prison. •. . 

A Chinese friend of Wei’s decided 
to make the excerpts public after it 
became clear the democracy cam- 
paigner would be silenced again, 
Cunningham said Sunday. 

The excerpts portray Wei as 
thoughtful and determined despite 
imprisonment. They provide insight 
into why Wei resumed his democra- 
cy campaign after his release, in 
September 1993 and why the author-' 
ities felt compelled to rearrest hint in 
April 1994. 

They also show .Wei’s almost 
obsessive interest in Deng, 
Cunningham said. “Your problem is ' 
that you have too much ambition, too 
little talent and are too narrow-mind- 
ed,” Wei wrote in 1987. _

Time for a change 
in Education Board offices

There are clear signs it is time for a 
chungc at the office of. the State 
Board of Education in Boise. In the 
last 20 years, it seems this. need for a 
new direction - for a new look at the 
way higher education operates in ida- 
h o - become s appare nt every decade , 
give or take three or four years. 

We’re at that time again. It’s time 
|— fora-nc\^-cxccmivedirector"brth'c 
State Board of Education. 

Rayburn Barton has done an ade- 
quate job leading the state board staff 
for the last seven years. It has been a 
tumultuous time. All three universi- 
ties and Lewis-Clark State College 
have gone through a search and new 
presidency. The University of Idaho 
is conducting its second search under 
Barton’s direction. That alone is an 
indicator it is time for the board to se- 
lect new, full-time leadership for its 
office. 


More important, Barton has cither 
lost the patience necessary to accept 
his-proper-place as executive director 
or he is no longer willing to be the 
board’s servant. Barton has taken to 
speaking for the board and its mem- 
bers. Last week he spoke freely as di- 
rector of the board, explaining to the 
Moscow Chamber of Commerce the 
role of the UI was changing and 
made comments appropriate for a 
chancellor. He is no chancellor. This 
is an insult to board members and the 
public; who expect explanations of- 


board rulings, not philosophical dia- 
tribes, from the executive director. 

And concerning the UI presidential 
„ search, Barton declared, in tones 
frightening Haigcsquc, that he was in 
charge and if necessary .he would 
conduct interviews with UI presiden- 
tial finalists by himself. Again, he is 
not in charge. The board is in charge. 

W hen it was tim e for C harles Me- 

■Quillen to move from the executive 
director’s post, it was for similar rea- 
sons. He had'tircd of dealing ‘witha 
board to which he no longer felt com- 
pelled to play second fiddle. Similar- 
ly, before McQuillcn, the role of ex- 
ecutive director no longer fit Milton 
Small. 

If it ever fit Barton perfectly, the 
executive director’s post is ho longer 
an acceptable fit. You could say he 
has outgrown the job. 

It. is our impression Barton has nev- 
er fit well in the position. He has nev- 
cr wprkcd w ell with determined 


them as equals. From our point of 
view, he has failed. 

Just as disconcerting- to us,- Barton - 
has poor people skills. He appears ar- 
rogant and, at times, downright 
pompous - particularly if there is dis- 
agreement with his position. 

Neither quality is desirable for the 
executive director of the board of ed- 
ucation. And together with his appar- 
ent_unwjll ingncss to r contain himself . 
in his proper role, it is clear it is time 
for change. The board - and Barton - 
should have the courage to admit it. 


Fight for permanent waste 
site, not against Batt’s deal

Idaho’s nuclear waste agreement with 
the federal government is a good attempt 
to accomplish two things Idahoans dearly 
desire: It limits the amount 'of waste that 
can be shipped into the state, and it sets a 
precise date by which the stuff must be 
shipped out. 

For those two very important reasons, 
the pact deserves the backing of citizens 
and lawmakers. Rather than fight the 
agreement, its critics can be far more use- 
ful now by helping persuade Congress 
and the Clinton administration to estab- 
lish a national waste-storage site. 

Without such a place, the federal gov- 
ernment will have a tough time living up 
to its end of the bargain. . 

.Undeniably, jnosLpeopIc-don't-likc ihc- 


*t£lea"of nuclear wnsic sitting atop Idaho’s 
vast underground water supply in the 
Snake River Plain. You could toss a peb- 
ble in any direction and hit somebody 
who isn't crazy about Gov. Phil Butt’s 
hard-won compromise with the federal 


government, which calls for removal of 
the waste by 2035. 

Yet the fat is that much of the nuclear 
‘ wpste allowed into the state under the 
agreement already is stored at the Idaho 
National Engineering Laboratory near 
Arco and has been for n long time. 

The agreement now gives the state, for 
the first time in more than 40 years, a 
court-cnforceablc agreement to end the 
government’s endless practice of “tem- 
porarily" storing waste nt the INEL. 

That’s a significant victory. 

To meet its promises, however, the 
federal government needs some place for 
the waste to go. A site in New Mexico is 
expected to open soon for the storage of 
low-lcvcl waste. High-level waste may 
be stored in Nevada if our elected offi- 
-ciaIs-in-Wo6h»ngton , -P.C r.-can-ever .1 o- —

expanding classroom space to handle the 
overcrowding at the high school and mid- 
dle school. 

With an 80 to 100 additional students 
expected to enroll at the high school next 
year, principal Carrol Matthews said his 
already overloaded classrooms will bn!-- 
loon to 40 students per classroom in some 
instances. The high school was built in the 
mid, 1970s to handle an average 22 stu- 
dents per classroom. 


School officials expressed concern that 
another bond issue election so soon after 
the Horizon school bond may not set well 
with voters. 

'There was just no way wc could antici- 
pate the growth wc’vc seen lately,” Cobble 
said in n separate interview. ”Wc have 
eight roving teachers ot the high school 1 
who don’t even have their own class- 
‘rooms. They pick up their books and mate- 
rials and travel from room to room, utiliz- 
•ing-an-cinpty-room during -a teacher’s 
preparation hour.” 

Cobble pointed to a recent state report 
which shows the Jerome schools spent 
S3, 355 per pupil per year in 1994-95. Of 


Idaho’s- 112 school districts, 100 districts 
spend more per pupil than Jerome. The 
state average is $3,843 per pupil. Cobble 
said 47 states have a higher expenditure- 
pcr-pupil rate than Idaho, making Jerome 
very near the bottom nationwide. 

School Business Manager Mike Gibson 
said, given Jerome’s school population of 
just under 3,100, Jerome spends about SI. 5 
million less per year than the slate average. 

"Obviously, we’re making our money go 
a long way," he said.

Danny Williamson has applied for

Quitting for a better job ha 
been sufficient to receive benefit 
in the past, but that issue ha 
become more vague. 

“We don’t want people to get th 
impression that unemploymen 
benefits are easy to get,” Valase' 
said. “Claimants must have a com- 
pelling reason for quitting." 

City Clerk Racqucl Braga said 
the city, like other governmen’ 
bodies, doesn't pay monthly uncm 
ployment insurance on employee 
but docs pay benefits whe 
assessed.

BOISE (AP) — Police say they 
have fingerprint evidence that for- 
mer Ballet Idaho artistic director 
Veniamin "Ben" Kuzmichev mur- 
dered his wife last fall. 

During a preliminary hearing 
Friday that will continue Tuesday, 
Boise police revealed that 
Kuzmichev’s fingerprint was found 
on a bag tied around the feet of his 
newlywed wife’s body. 

The prints are the most damning 
evidence yet in a case that began in 
September with the discovery of 61- 
year-old Wanda Kuzmichev’s body 
in an empty lot. 

Ben Kuzmichev was arrested in 
early January, when police deemed 
him a flight risk because of inquiries 
he made about returning to Russian. 

At the time, the only evidence 
against him was that he once resided 
in a cottage across the street from 
where his wife’s body was found by 
a jogger. 

Wanda’s car was found in the 
parking lot of a Warcmart grocery 
store and Ben’s fingerprints were on 
the hood and gear shift, but no other 
evidence - of-Ben Kuzmichev's prcs-- 
ence was in the cor. 

Ada County Chief Deputy 


Prosecutor Roger Bourne called as a 
witness a - clerk from the Warcmart 
who testified Bhe sold plastic garbage 
sacks and duct tape to Ben Kuzmichev 
around the time' of the murder. 

The clerk came forward several 
months after the murder. 

Kuzmichev’s attorney, Ada 
County. Chief Deputy Public 
Defender Giis Cahill, admitted the 
fingerprints on the bags were “sig- 
nificant” evidence.’; 

But he said the prints could have 
been made days before the murder 
and, therefore, do not tie his client 
to the crime scene. 

The store clerk’s testimony was 
suspect because she enme forward 
five months after supposedly ringing 
up Kuzmichev’s items, Cahill said. 

Ben Kuzmichev, 55, a native of 
Kiev, Russia, has said he emigrated 
to the United States after escaping 
near-dcath at the hand of the KGB. . 

Kuzmichev lost the job with 
Ballet Idaho after disappearing from 
Boise during preparations for a per- 
formance of ITie Nutcracker. 

Prosecutors have not suggested a 
motive for thcjnurder.-Kuzmichcv 
married the former Wanda Cowgcr 
last May.

The five system improvement 
option arc: 

• 10th Avenue supply system 
modifications - 5182,900. This pro- 
ject pays for a new control system 
and a new booster station system. 

City Administrator Jeff Bishop 
said the manual control system can 
not compensate for well pump mal- 
functions or "when the tank runs dry.

Street becomes 1st 
U.S. woman to win 
World downhill 
championship

-SIERRA-NEVADA, Spain -PicaboStreet,- 

a silver medalist in the downhill at the 1994 
-OlympicSi-did even better at the- World' 
Championships on Sunday. 

Street became the first American woman to 
win the event at the World Championships, 
leading a superb showing-by the U.S. team. 
Hilary Lindh finished third, while Megan 
Gcrety was fifth. 

Street, who won the World Cup downhill 
title last season,, easily beat runner-up Kntja 
Scizingcr of Germany. After the race, she 
posed for photographs with her foot planted 
on top of her helmet, which was painted to 
look like a world globe. 

"At first I was going to leave it on my head 
and say I "was on top of the world, but then I 
— decided- to stxmd-o n- i t ,— she said. 

Street, who is from the Sun Valley area, 
was kicked off the U.S. team in 1 990 by then- 
coach Paul Major for being unruly and out of 
shape. But she rejoined the team after three 
months of rigorous dry-land training with Ijer 
mother and father in Hawaii. 

"They were the hardest three months of my 
life but die best three months of my life," she 
said. "I found myself... what 1 was physically 
and mentally capable of.’’ 

Street took advantage of the unusually 
— -long r rclativcly flat high-altitude.course 1 
where gliding and precise turns were needed 
— a run perfectly suited to the North Ameri- 
cans and not so much to the more technical 
Scizingcr. 

“I think the hill was suited to us," said 
Lindh, who won a World Cup downhill on 
this course two years ago and a silver medal 
in the 1992 Olympic downhill. 

Street finished in 1 minute, 54.06 seconds. 
Scizingcr was timed in 1:54.63 and Lindh in 
1:54.70. 

Defending champion Kate Pace Lindsay of 
Canada was fourth. 

The course was in near perfect condition, 
much faster than Saturday when bright sun 
slowed the track for the men’s downhill. Sev- 
eral men racers said the run was too easy, too 
fiat and not technical enough. But Street said 
it presented unique problems. 

"It’s kind of n double-edged sword where 
the ease of it actually makes it difficult," she . 
said. ’-‘You can cruise down thinking that you 
are just riding your skis and everything is OK. 

"Today I worked every turn on the way 
down the course, I worked every little piece 
of terrain I could and that's what brought me 
my speed." . 

Scizingcr skipped a post-race press confer- 
ence to get in another training run for Mon- 
day's women's combined slalom. She was 
third in the downhilI-portion.and.will be„ 
among the favorites. ‘ 

Both Street and Lindh will skip Monday’s 
race. Street won the combined downhill and 
Lindh was seventh — but they are too weak 
in slalom to have a chance. 

"I'm very happy with silver because nor- 
mally I don't do well on an easy course like 
this one," Scizingcr said. "I like the more dif- 
ficult courses^ I usually don’t do well because 
on gliding courses I’m not heavy enough."

Spasmodic torticollis 
isn’t common, but it - 
! turns life upside down

• TWIN FALLS - Imagine if your neck had 
a mind of its own. 

Picture struggling to put your head in a 
neutral position while it tries to go some- 
where else. And imagine this battle going on 
^during every waking hour of every day. 

That’s a way of life, for some victims of 

there arc fewer than a dozen diagnosed cases 
in the Magic Valley — but potentially devas- 
tating disorder. 

Lauretta Geiger, 65, of Twin Falls, began 
noticing symptoms in 1980. 

As she watched TV, her head pulled a little 
to the right. Six years went by before she 
found out what was wrong, during which 
time her symptoms gradually grew worse 
Now her head pulls to the right and to the 

- back — all the time.-: - — - — — — 

*- ‘T can pull.il-. oyer, to the left, butXcanlt.. 
keep it there,” she said. "It comes right back." 

Geiger has a constant tremor in her neck 
that gets worse when she docs n lot of house- 
work or other hard physical labor. 

And she’s in pain all the time from her 
head down into her shoulder, Geiger said — 
a gnawing ache. She describes the muscle 
tone on that side as brick hard. 

Dr. Richard Hammond, a Twin Falls neu- 
rologist, said that’s because the muscles arc 
■ in almost continuous spasm because they’re 
always pulling. 

• " He compared it; to flexing fcn arm. Do so 
often enough, and the muscles become very 
finn.' t ' 

‘ With spasmodic torticollis, the neck mus- 
cles arc always contracting; that’s why | 
there’s constant pain. 

The involuntary, chronic torsion of the

head can go in one of several directions — 
backward, forward, twisting with the car 
down and^chin to the side, or, most common- 
ly, to the side. : ' ^ 

For some victims,- spasmodic torticollis is 
an annoyance, bnt for others it’s severe. 
Hammond said .he’s only seen three or four 
patients locally who have extreme problems 
with the disorder. 

Before they’re diagnosed, Hammond said- 


somc patients tell him that they have a tremor 
or that their head turns a little bit. But the dis- 
ordcr.coracs on so gradually that most people 
don’t notice the head turning imlil.it becomes 
more severe. 

Other victims complain of a chronic ache 
in the neck, he said. Their abnormal posture 
is apparent to a physician. 

Hammond- says he looks at this condition

as an abnormal posture mechanism. Every- 
one has a certain posture he automatically as- 
sumes as he sits and stand, and few people 
think about it. 

When spasmodic torticollis is diagnosed, a 
neurologist will try to treat (his- disease with 
— Artane-and Cogcntin. These drugs work to - 
mildly loosen the brain’s control over the 
muscles. But the pills have a lot of side-ef- 
fects. 

The next alternative would be injections of 
botulinum toxin (Botox-A). The drug is ex- 
pensive, but Hammond said it works moder- 
ately well, with proven benefits in some peo- 
ple. 

But not for everyone. 

“Some people create antibodies to the bo- 
tulinum toxin," he said. "And so instead of it 
causing the nerve death, it is bound up by an- 
tibodies before it can cipise its effect." 

Geiger doesn't respond to Botox-A, and 
-neither-does-Marahu-Shephcrd,-4?rofrBuhl; — 
who has tried a number of other standard arid 
alternative treatments as well as surgery. 

Shepherd traveled to Canada last October 
for an operation called “selective peripheral 
denervation." The nerve responsible for the 
contraction of a muscle was removed. 

Before surgery, her right shoutder pulled 
up, her head pulled down and to the right, 
and she usually had her cheek and chin 
tucked into her shoulder. 

— Now-shccanput-her-shoulderdown.-'but — 
_hcr. head Js.unstablc^causing-it.to.bob..5he — 
often finds her shoulder back up there sup- 
porting her head, and her neck is still turning. 

But Shepherd said -she isn’t sorry she had 
the operation, although she’s no better or no 
worse than she was before. She’s just not 
sure she’d do it again. 

Before surgery, whenever she tried to read, 
her head would start to turn and she’d move 
her hand with her head. Then after turning so 
far, she pulled her head forward and started 
back around again. 

The same thing happened when she'd lie 
on her right side. Her head would pull into 
the pillow. ~ . 

“If I laid on my left side, it would pull out 
of the pillow so I could at least breathe," she 
said. “But when you go to sleep, this condi- 
tion goes away."

Colorless, odorless pills send rape rate soaring

MIAMI — Imagine all the fears of 'patents 
whose daughters have hit dating age packed 
into one white pill the size of a dime. 

It may be the mightiest Mickey Finn ever 
concocted. 

' And It’s noi ihti jlcilon of Sam Spade riov- 
els and Humphrey Bogart movies. These 
days, it costs about $3 at the high school wa- 
ter fountain. It is colorless, odorless and 
quickly dissolves in a can of Diet-Coke. 

In about 10 minutes, it creates a drunk- 
like effect that lasts eight hours. It en- 
hances the effects of alcohol, causing loss 
of inhibition, extreme sleepiness, relax- 
ation, and — perhaps worst of all for its . 
victims —r amnesia. 

The pill is made of a drug called Rohyp- 
- nol, pronounced To-hip-nol. Your kids 
know them as “roofics." Chonccs arc better 
than good they've heard of them. Of more 
than a dozen teen-agers interviewed for this 
stoiy, all know of die drug and know kids 
who use' it.

The sudden emergence of the once obscure 
sedative has thrown police agencies for a 
loop. Before 1992, it didn’t exist here. Earlier 
this month, police seized 5,000 pills in a raid 
ot a Pembroke Pines home. Last year, 60,000 
pills were seized nt Port Everglades. In 

10,000 pills from a Hollywood apartment 
and arrested two Colombians who lived in 
Miami. 

The pills were being packaged in vitamin 
bottles and labeled in Spanish. They were 
shipped from Colombia and distributed local- 
ly by two suspects, said BSO spokesman Jim 
Lcljcdnl. 

It has proliferated to such a point that the 
Drug Enforcement Administration and the 
Florida Department of Law Enforcement 
have joined forces with local police to have 
Rohypnol’s status as an illegal drug en- 
hanced to make penalties equal to cocaine 
and heroin. . 

“It’s just that we havc a chance in Inw 
enforcement to get ahead of this thing be- 
fore it gets too out of control," said 
Cooper City Police Capt. Jim Harn,

Rescue came not only from his psy- 
chiatrist, who happened to walk into 
the room at that very moment, but 
from the most controversial and 
feared procedure in psychiatry — 
electroconvulsive therapy, or shock 
treatment. 

Medication and psychotherapy had 
failed to remove the shadow of over- 
whelming despair that had stalked 
Loving most of his adult life. 

"In the spring of ’94, 1 remember a 
desperate feeling of despair, not feel- 
ing like I could ever get away from 
this hurt, this pain," Loving said in an 
interview. He remembered standing 
on the porch of his home as the sun 
rose and saying to himself, “It’s a 
good day to die.”

Handwritten (or holographic) wills have long been the fodder of court 
battles. 

Problems arise when testators (1) fall to indude all their property, (2) 
ambiguously describe property or to whom they leave it, (3) fall to name an 
executor, (4) omit contingent provisions in the event an intended heir 
predeceases the testator, or (5) write Incomplete, ungrammatical,- incoherent, ■ 
contradictory, or cryptic sentences.
